ranges" as applying to page 2, line 10 and 1 1 in Amendment A. The applicant has 
restored ranges to this statement. 

Objection to the Claim: To comply with 35 USC 112, the applicant has canceled 
the claim of record and has substituted Claim 1 . Also, to comply with 35 USC 102, the 
applicant has changed the range from .5 to 2 mm to greater than .5 to 2 mm to exclude 
overlap. The applicant is concerned that she may be misunderstanding the phrase 
"deleting the claimed ranges." The applicant wishes to receive a patent that has a 
greater thickness than her previous patent. 

Attorney: The applicant requests the examiner's forbearance during this current 
effort to bring the application into condition for granting the patent, and wishes to do as 
much as possible without an attorney. 

Conclusion 

For all of the reasons above, the applicant submits that the title, specifications, claims 
and abstract are in proper form and that the new claim defines patentability over prior 
art. The applicant, therefore, submits that this application is now appropriate for 
allowance, and respectfully requests such action.
